Dean Solin 

'"''^èmeiHbér'' your res'pbrisibnifies' 
to yourself, to your parents, to your 
fellow students, and to McGill." 
This was the theme of the message 
delivered by Dr.. D. C. Solin7 As- 
sistant Dean~of Arts and Science, 
to the freshman meeting of the Arts 
and Science V Undergraduate SoO' 
iety, held In the newly-painted 
Union Ballroom at 8 p.m. last night 

Dr. Solin staled that the univer- 
sity student owes it to himself and 
to his parents lo assure himself 
that every opportunity offered lo 
him by McGill has been complelciy 
exploited and fulfilled. ' Solin em- 
phasized the fact that wherever 
students should find thmseives. they 
should do nolhing to' mar the good 
name of Ihc University. 

"Beware of the 'campus', or 'bai- 
rack-room', lawyer," he warned. 
He bcsecched his audience to ob- 
tain authentic, authoritative In- 
formation concerning prerequisites 
for higher study and (o Ignore the 
pretentious information offered by 
these 'campus' lawyers; good ad- 
vice is always available at McGill. 

In closing Dr. Solin prescribed a 
certain amount of oulsldej stimula- 
tion for students, but he -.warned 
of too many activities. The. attend- 
ing Frosh then listened to an ac- 
cotiht of the activities offered bv 
the A.S.U.S. These included social 
affairs, such as football dances, the 
Arts and Science Formal, and The 
New Year's Eve Dance; debating 
for novices and more experienced 
debaters; student-professor galher,- 
iSgîJffifârèd by the education com- 
mKteejrand participation in Intra- 
mural athietlcs competing for the 
Intramural Trophy. Mike Brodeur 
expressed the hope that the Faculty 
of Arts and Science would , this 
year take the trophy. 

The meeting was presided over b/ 
Niels Nlelson who welcomed the 
Freshmen and FreshetteS ' to Mc- 
Gifl and Introduced the speakers of 
thé evening.

A new step In expansion of the 
university will be taken at 11.4S 
a.m., when Lady Eaton of Toronto 
officially, opens the Eaton Elec- 
tronics Laboratory, Through Lady 
Eaton's' sponsorship, a four-storey 
building has been constructed to 
house . Canada's second electronics 
research centre. 

All students whose lecture 
schedule permits it, are ^nvlted 
lo attend this special opening. 
Lady Eaten, who Is travelling to 
Montreal from Toronto for the 
day's'^ ceremonies, was . interesied 
ïni'ihe^'piroject by Dr. D.' Keyes 
when he was professor of phy- 
sics at McGill. Dr. Keyes will 
also be present, travelling from 
Chtllc River especially for the 
event. During the war . he was 
director of Univcnity' army 
courses. 

The' new electronics laboratory Is 
part of a large expansion program 
In -the department' of Physical 
Sciences at MdGill.

Today Is 
Founder's Day

The two Scottish brothers who 
immigrated to Canada in 1775 had 
to start from little more than 
scratch. Life in the Canada of that 
day was as rugged as the land it- 
self. What is now the largest city 
in the Dominion, — a metropolis 
teaming with, over one and a half 
million, was then a small town 
stretching along the waterfront in a 
scries of narrow blocks and strag- 
gling streets. 

Members North-West Company 

But the brothers took to the new 
land as a duck takes to water. An- 
drew, the elder. Joined the famous 
North-Wcst Company, and amassed 
a fortune from its flourishing trade. 
It was the younger, however, who 
was to leave his mark on posterity. 
Not that James wasn't a leading 
citizen in his own time. ". . . Tall . . . 
commanding and handsome,", a 
successful merchant and fur trader, 
he played a significant role In the 
civic life of Montreal. 

When Canada was invaded dur* 
mg the American Revolution, and 
General Guy Carieton . withdrew 
the troops to Quebec; James McGiil 
law the folly of exposing Montreal 
to unnecessary destruction and he 
was one of the 12 -cltlzciut selected 
to sign the capitulaUon'^of the city 
to General Richard Montgomery on 
Nov. 12th, 1775. He was a prominent 
member of the Provincial Parlla- 
incnt and an active participant of 
the Beaver Club . . . and his "frank 
and social temperament" and "son- 
orous voice" made him many 
friends. 

Royal Institute 
James was well acquainted with 
the problems of the French-Cana 
dians of Montreal, having married 
a French, Roman-Catholic widow, 
and he devoted his life to the pro 
motion of .harmony b»ljyac,h> the 
two divergent peoples.^nd'^'lie saw 
the need for a common factor t..i 
unite them. It was no doubt his 
efforts that greatly hastened the

formation of the Royal Institute for 
the Advancement of Learning in 
1801 . . . ''for the Instruction of 
children in the first rudiments of 
learning." — "Children" were not 
tcstrlctcd to English-speaking boys 
and girls, but to their French 
brothers and sisters as well. 

The prospects of forming a uni- 
versity, though, were still dim. The 
lack of a Canadian centre for higher 
learning was sorely felt by New 
England settlers such as the McGlll 
brothers, who had been accustomed 
to the Influence of Harvard, Yale, 
Williams, Dartmout,h and ' Brown 
The more fortunate of Cànadian 
youth had previously attended the 
American universities, but now, 
with the unrest and uncertainty 
brought on by the Revolution, the 
need for a Canadian, . English 
speaking university was becoming 
more and more pressing. 
Burnside Estate ... 10,000 Pounds 

Therefore, when James McGlll 
passed away on Dec. 10th, 1813, few 
were surprised to^ioid that, his will 
was an" epitome Of thé unselfish life 
he had led when alive. For, as every 
McGtllian knows, the hard-headed 
business man with the soul of a 
dreamer had bequeathed his Burn- 
side estate and 10,000 pounds to the 
Royal Institute to fourtd a univer- 
sity. - ; , : 

And so It came to be that we are 
celebrating Founder's Day. The 
body of a man who strove for a 
united Canada more than one and a 
halt centuries ago has long since 
turned to dust. Its very resting 
place seems to be unknown. (It is 
not' marked by the tomb In front of 
the Arts Buildlgn). Yet, his name 
lives and will live on while mil- 
lions of others are forgotten. His 
name, his spirit, lives In more than 
"one of the Colleges ... called 'Mc- 
Glll College'", — or In a conven- 
tional resume of his life in a Daily 
'(Continued on Page 4) 



As far as the average student 
Is concerned, James McGlll Is a 
name. We are told that he slum- 
bers, peacefully, and there Is no 
evidence to dl.iprove this fact- 
But he who takes up a good his- 
tory of Montreal, and opens It, 
will discover that James McGIU 
was not always a name, and dur- 
ing his lifetime he spent com- 
paratively little of his time sleep- 
in,. .. 

The business leaders of Mont- 
real In the late I700'b. although 
they ranked among Canada's 
wealthiest men, did not sit In pad- 
ded offices and transact business 
by diciaphone and telegraph. 
Theirs wu an active life of con- 
stant trips 'between bank, club, 
wareho'use, and offices. There was 
little comfort and luxury avail- 
able to them, and at night, after 
the long day of business was con- 
cluded, a man lIHe McOill did not 
alwaya. relax In his home. He 
might often liaye been found' 
drlillng with the garrison, or serv* 
ing as the lieutenant of a newly- 
organised fire brigade- 
So It is logical to expect that 
when BUeh men played, they play- 
ed hard. And It waa In the at- 
mosphere of the city that the fur 
merelwnta should gather with 
the coureur-de-bols, the boatmen, 
and the trappers, when the time 
• to drink a toast to Canada's fu- 
ture was upon them. The place 
and nature of .these gatherings 
forms one of the most Interesting 
stories from Canada's history: the 
story of the Beaver Club- 
When the Northwest Company 
formed the express purpose of com- 
peting with the great and powerful 
Hudson's Bay Company, thé part- 
ners decided to create a fraternal 
club for the men ' who made up 
the company. No man was eligible 
for membership who had not tra- 
velled by bark canoe as far as the 
"Grand Portage'* at the western 
extremity of Lake Stiperlor. One 
blackball was sufficient to reject 
a man's application. Thus, the club 
was confined to the actively travel- 
ling Nor'wcstcrs. We do not know 
definitely that James McGill ever 
made this trip, but we do know 
that he was a member of the Club, 
so it is a safe assumption that he 
saw the Grande iPortage at least 
once during his life. 

. . . to~ the' City' Tavern 
Once a year, James McGill bun- 
dled himself In a fur coat, brought 
out his horses and 'carriage, and 
drove down the^lo ng ^p a th^^yhich 



led from his Burnside estate to the 
walled city of Montreal. He pro- 
ceeded to the City Tavern or an- 
other of the famous' old meeting- 
places In the centre of the city. 

Entering the main room of the 
hotel, he would find himself In 
company with his fellow-merchants. 
Also gathered, were the' canoe- 
runners- and - traders, the hard- 
bitten advcntiirers, who brought 
furs and prosperity down from the 
northland wilderness to the city 
each winter. For on this night the 
Company welcomed every member 
of Its organization, and the result 
was the largest and most luxurious 
affair ever seen by most of the 
men who gathered there. 

These men of the outdoors sat 
down to a banquet of food and 
drink that they would remember 
for a long time. Pemberton Smith, 
in a speech given before the Anti- 
quartan and Numismatic Society 
of Montreal In 1033, describes the 
scene. ^j^ij^i^Mj^ 

"A regulSrprogra^f toasts was 

carefully followed. And, at the 
wind-up of the evening, the last 



event of the program was the for* 
mal singing of their own song "Tha 
Grande Portage". The chosen song- 
leader, of "Shanty-man" stood at 
one end of a long room, as if stand* 
ing up In the stern of a canoe, and 
every one, member or guest, master 
or man, must sit down two by two 
with their backs to him, to simu- 
late the crew of an cnormoua 
canoe. The song-leader ssng on« 
line:— at each alternate "line th« 
sitting crew came roaring .back 
with the chorus. Each guest had to 
have something to "paddle" with 
to keep time; one of the fire* 
Irons, a wine bottle, a long loaf;i 
or If all else failed, a leg broken 
off one of the landlord's chairs.'* 
And amid melody and Joviality the 
party would break up, and the men' 
who built Canada would once again 
turn their faces to the North. 

No, James McGlll was not a 
name. He was a person, a man who 
helped to build the foundations of 
Canada's present pre-eminence 
airiong the nations. And our tJni- 
versity is testimony to the fact 
that he built well.

It will 
carry on Its work' of relief alon<!, 
il claims, charging the ISS with 
mis-appropriatlon of funds, and of 
using relief funds for "political 
ends." Just where the lUS funds 
will come from 'Is a large question 
mark In ISS minds, because mojt 
of the money provided to date for 
relief has come from the United 
States. 

The total effect of the termina- 
tion of WSn Is to bring ISS Into 
direct conflict with the lUS. "This 
will require an Increased effort 
from all students who subscribe to 
the ideals of the ISS, so that we 
can make ISS as effective in offer- 
ing relief to Southeast Asia as 
possible," McDougall said. 

The ISS Is In a good position in 
Asia McDougall claims, because it 
is the one international, organlza- 
iions which Asians trust,. -"They 
trust us because- they feel that ISS

Because we arc 
non-poUtlcal, and because our 
ideals are those of freedom and in- 
dependence, ISS has been able to 
work effectively and to achieve. an 
amazing success among Asian stu-'^ 
dents. 

"Southeast Asians don't want to 
have anything to do with a. 'west- 
ern' bloc or an 'eastern' bloc. They 
want to work out their own des- 
tinies. We have only begun to rea- 
lize the- vast Importance of Asia 
with. Its teeming millions, and the 
fact that we' must help them to 
achieve their aims if only to keep 
them from becoming Communist. 

"The Southeast Asian universities 
dojjipLexpect something for noth- 
innimejr.fagree with the, principle 
off .*heip7to those who are; helping 
themselves'. They have made' out- 
standing contributions to ISS funds 
to date, in many cases much larger 
lhan that made by Canadian stu- 
dents. But they want help without 
strings attached. ISS Is in a posi- 
tion to offer them that help'.",; . 

To make that aid as valuable as 
po.wible, ISS In Canada will call on 
the resources of ail Canadian stu- 
dents for funds and help to be 
sent to the International body for 
distribution. Integrated In lU re- 
lief program is a cultural program 
designed to expand and enrich the 
world student community. For the 
present at least relief comes first. 

"We have to help them get on 
their feet before we can possibly 
hope to go on with work in the 
more cultural fields," McDougall 
said. 

Expressing great interest in the 
National Fc^Jpratlon of Canadian 
University Students proposal for 
"greater co-operation or amalgama- 
tion" between ISS and NFCUS 
here McDougall sees in that move 
a'"marvcllous opportunity for in- 
creased aid to students who need 
our help." He also expressed hope 
that the projected conference of 
western student;! unions in Scandi- 
navia this December will find ways 
to channel more funds into the re- 
lief work In Southeast Asia.

Group Work 
Stressed By 
Varsity Prof. 

Toronto, Ont. — (CUP) — "The 
most Important aspect of a college 
student's university education Ls 
working with others who Interest 
him and who arc Interested in him," 
said Prof. J. D. Ketchum,, associate 
professor of psychology at thé Uni- 
versity of Toronto • recently. The 
professor' was addressing the fir^t 
of a scries of lectures designed tn 
acquaint students, specially fresh- 
men, with university life. 

Speaking on the topic, "The Psy- 
chological Adjustment to Univer- 
sity "Life," Prof. Ketchum said, 
".Man is social. Hl.s problems arc 
social oii«?s niid nothing is more 
important than hLs attitude and re- 
lations with other people. 

"Living and worklnf^ with a group 
of people who Interest you and are 
interested In you and in the same 
thingf.. as you are. Ls what you 
will remember from your college 
days. 

"An unhappy individual is usual- 
ly so because of a sense of isolation 
—, he. lacks 'social scciirity' — the 
sense of belonging nnd co-operating 

in some group. This i.s wh.nt 
moulds your personality. Influences 
your moral .standards, your' purpose 
and your aim?."; , 

Speaking on the high school grad- 
uate's move Into university life, he 
said it was a crisis and could be "a 
turning point in your life." 

Concluding his remarks, Prof. 
Kolchuni .^aid he did nnl .sliP5s the 



academic side of university life as 
much as the understanding, co- 
operation and fellowship the stu- 
dent would find on the campus, and 
.which would help him develop a 
real personality. 

The lecture series. In which Kct- 
chum's talk was the ' first. Is en 
tilled "The University and' You." It 
was organized by a group with no 
university or college connection. II 
includes the Warden of Hart Hou.sc, 
Hart House Graduate Secretary 
Carmen Guild,. Hart House Chap- 
Iain Ted Nichols, George Atkinson, 
II UC, and the .four professors who 
will be giving the lectures.' 

The first' and second talks arc 
designed so they may lead logically 
to the last two lectures, which, ac- 
cording to the members of the 
group, contain the real object of 
the scries, , 

The first two are designed to be 
of practical aid to new students. 
They will show the student how to 
get the most out n( any organization 
he may join, and will stress the 
point that the Joiner is expected to 
take part In the activities of the or- 
ganization he Joins, Guild said.
